STANDARD VARIETIES 


The 34 varieties listed below are all good pot plant 
varieties. The colors represented include red, pink, sal- 
mon, white, purple, lavender, orchid, variegated pink and 
white, variegated salmon and white, and “pansy-type” 
varieties. 


~”AMANDA: Reddish orange to scarlet with white center. Dark 
blotches on upper petals. Best orange variety. 


—. AZALEA: Rosy red. Free bloomer and very large flowers and 
clusters. Two upper petals darker with blotches; lower petals 
lighter colored. 


BABY SNOOKS: This is a new color in the Pansy Pelargonium 
class. Lower petals palest orchid pink: top petals same ground 
co.or, heavily veined rose-violet, with deep red-black blotch in 
ceuter, flushed raspberry toward petai edges, Very free flower- 
ing. 

_~ BALLERINA: Soft shell pink. All petals are ruffled. Large flowers. 
Very free flowering. Good soft pink variety. 

_» BEVERLY HILLS: Amaranth pink. Similar to German Glory with 
slightiy larger flower. Early bloomer and good grower. 

CHICADEE: Another Pansy Pelargonium. Lavender. Upper petals, 
deep violet blotches. Lower petals, violet eyes. Medium sized 
pansy-like flowers. Blooms freely on bushy plant. 

~-EASTER GREETING: Red flowers with each petal marked with a 
large black blotch. Variety remarkable because of its long bloom- 
ing season which begins in March, One of the most popular 
varieties. 

_~ EDITH NORTH: Color salmon pink, shaded deeper on upper petals, 
blotches dark brown. It is a very vigorous grower, holding its 
trusses of flowers well above the foliage. 

. ERNEST BRUNTON: Camellia red with large crimson blotches on 
petals. Large flowers. Makes well shaped plant. 

_-GARDENER’S JOY: White with blotches of deep brown. Large 

clusters of flowers and beautiful foliage. Same as ‘‘Mother.” A 

good white variety. 

GERMAN GLORY: Large clusters of amaranth pink flowers. 

Blooms early and makes robust growth.

Pelargoniums are popular blooming pot plants for spring sales during April and May. The 
earliest varieties begin blooming in March, and others in April, and continue blooming through 
April, May, June and later. 


With each order we enclose a cultural leaflet which gives instructions concerning the growing 
of pelargoniums. Refer to this leaflet for suggested pinching dates, information about how to pre- 
vent shattering of petals, and general growing suggestions.

CIRCUS DAY: Pink. Upper petals deep pink with medium large 
velvety, brown-lilac blotches flushed with salmon, Large heads 
of Cy large flowers. Definitely superior to many other pink 
varieties. 


CONSPICUOUS: Shining oxblood or wine red, with elongated black 
spot in lower petals, veining and blotch in top petals; waved 
petals edged with black hairline. Very large and free flowering. 
Conspicuous is one of the showiest and most distinctive varieties 
introduced in years. 


«GAY NINETIES: White upper petals, with medium sized blotches. 
Lower petals with a few veins to center. Beautiful large round 
ruffled flowers. Makes well shaped plant that is a valuable addi- 
tion to the “white” pelargoniums. 


~~GRAND SLAM: Rosy red, with slight salmon undertone. Top petals 


with velvety red-brown spot, flushed salmon at edge of petals.

TERMS OF SALE 


PAYMENTS: 3% discount for cash with 
order; 2%/10 days after date of invoice; 
net/30 days to firms with satisfactory 
credit rating. 


C.0.D. SHIPMENTS: We ship C.O.D. only 
to firms with a satisfactory credit rating. 
Unrated firms should enclose check, 
money order, or cash with order to in- 
sure prompt shipment. 


METHOD OF SHIPPING: Shipments will 
be made by 2nd Class Railway Express, 
unless we are instructed otherwise. (The 
2nd class express rates are 25% lower 
than 1st class rates.) Shipments can also 
be made by Air Express or Air Freight. 
Light weight shipments can be made by 
parcel post. 


CLAIMS: If there is loss due to delay en- 
route, or damage such as freezing, over- 
heating, or breakage due to mishandling 
enroute, report such loss to your express 
agent immediately. Then obtain a “Bad 
Order Report” from your agent, and file 
a claim with him. For claims against the 
post office, see your local postmaster. 
When the delivery agent accepts the 
shipment our direct responsibility ceases. 


OUR GUARANTEE: We endeavor to make 
every shipment satisfactory to our cus- 
tomers. Should any shipment not be as 
we represent, please report to us at once. 
Then we will write promptly to you. 


SUBSTITUTIONS: If no substitution is de- 
sired, please state “no substitution” on 
your order. Otherwise, to make prompt 
shipment we will substitute similar va- 
rieties, if necessary, to make shipment 
of your order within a reasonable time. 


SHIPMENT IN NEPONSET PAPER POTS: 
Plants which must be several days en- 
route hold moisture better if shipped in 
Neponset Paper Pots. The slight addi- 
tional cost of the paper pots is listed 
elsewhere on this price list. 


PACKING: All plants and cuttings are 
packed upright in wood or corrugated 
boxes. Each plant is wrapped individual- 
ly in newspaper. Cuttings are wrapped 
in wax paper with their roots in damp 
sphagnum moss. 


CERTIFICATE OF INSPECTION: A cer- 
tificate of inspection, issued by the In- 
diana State Entomologist, certifying our 
plants to be free of injurious insects or 
diseases, is attached to each shipment. 
We are not in, or near, the Japanese 
Beetle Zone. 


CULTURAL INFORMATION: A printed 
cultural leaflet on the growing of pelar- 
goniums is enclosed with each shipment. 
Refer to this leaflet for data concerning 
suggested pinching dates, general grow- 
ing suggestions, and information about 
how to prevent shattering of the petals.
